The Department of Sociology at 
the Univcr-sity announced that two 
special courses for the training of 
social workers will be offered the 
first semester at the University, 
The special oouwec are: "Introduc- 
tion to aodal Oaae Work," and' 
"Theory of Social Case Wcck."| 
Both courses are to be taught by* 
MI.S.S Mary Backinghaai, 
executive secretary ot tha 
Welfare Society. 

The courses are of technical 
character, not intended lor stu- 
dents In general, but e^tertally 
plaimed for thcee peraona who In- 
tend to enter practical social work. 
Certain coursee tn acdology or in 
allied subjects are prerequisites for 
the courses. The second semester, 
and in succeeding semesters, there I 
w ill be given a field of "laboratory " 
course, known aa "Supervised Field 
Work." Thia oourae wUl ha oon- 
duetod la oo B aa c tlca wtth aoalal 
wdfare Hoaetaa In 
Louisville and Olnnlnnatl 

With the Introduction of these 
new courses, the Department of 
Sociology at the University Is now 
regaided as being on its way to 
conductmg training courses in so- 
cial work, which courses will meet 
the standard of national juofecs- 
icnal groups. 

There are courses offered in so- 
ciology, psychology, economics, po- 
litical science and other subjects, 
which are already a part of the 
regular curriculum at the Univer- 
sity, wluch afford a more complete 
preparation and ~ 
cial work training. 



Students To Get

under the Natlcnal Youth Ad- 
ministration, which replaces the old 
federal aid for college students, 
both graduate students and under- 
graduates, together with certain 
high school students are allowed 
federal grants for scholarship.'-. 
For graduate students a university 
is allowed echolarehlpa totaling 20 
per cent of all master's degrees 
conferred during the preceding fis- 
cal year, each worth $10 per month 
In cash; also they are allowed 75 
per cent of all Ph.D's conferred 
during the same time, these schol- 
arships being worth HO. 

During the li.scnl year. July 1. 
1934 to .Inly 1. I!i:i5 this Uniyersu\ 
conferred 60 ma.sters degrees, which 
allows 12 federal scholarships of 
$10 per month to be awarded, and 
one Ph.D degree during that time 
gtvea one •» schnisrship . This 
money consa from a specific ap- 
propriation from the federal gov- 
ernment for graduate training, and 
will bt awarded sometime toward 
the latter pai't of the week Sev- 
eral upi)luaiioiis have been made 
to the Dean for these scholarships, 
but not proportionally as great a 
number as those applying for the 
scholarahlps of college grade .The

Equip- 
ment of Importance now includes 
three linotypes carrylnR 20 distinct 
fncp<; of type; one .54-Inch Miehle

A Department of library Science 
was eetaUlshed In 1930, the primary 
object of which is to train librari- 
ans for the high .«hooLs of Ken- 
tucky. It is expwted t.hat withm a 
few yeprs tliis department will be- 
come a center for the train ing Of 
librarians for poetttona In paMK 
and coUeae Miaarlea aa wan a a a 
tralnlnf ageney watH aaeded m 
the state. 

In addition to ita book collection, 
the University library is making a 
collection of .source materials of all 
kinds, which will be organised and 
made available to all citizens of the 
state. This wlU include the docu- 
ments of the United States govern- 
ment and documents of Kentucky 
and of the other .states. It Is de- 
siiert tx) obtain official reports and 
otiier printed matter relating to 
cities, oounUes, institutions, soci- 
eties and organisations of Kentuc- 
ky. Manuscripts, letters, diaries, pld 
deeds and account books are also 
being brought to the library for 
safe keeping. Facsimile copies are 
made of many of these valuable 
old papers by the use of a jAoto- 
stat maoblne. Hie object of such a 
coUectlon Is that there may be In 
one place, available for pubUc use. 
a fully organized and comprehen- 
sive rreord of the life of the state. 
To perfect such a collection U the 
work of many years, which can be 
done only with the cooperaUon of 
the alumni and other friends 

One of the most recent contribu- 
tions to the library is a collection 
of 210 volvunes of engineering and 
technical works belonging to the 
late husband ot Mrs. William A. 
Newman, who was the donor. 

Mr. R. W. Ellis, Newcastle, now 
traffic engineer for the New York 
Telephone Company, contributed 
130 volumes from his private li- 
brary in January, 1933.

A collection of Kentucky liU-ra- 
ture. wrltti-n by native or resident 
Kentuckians. is being deposited in 
a special room in the library. Dr. 
J. T. C. Noe, professor of educa- 
tion, emeritus, is making this col- 
lection. In almost every private li- 
brary of tlie state there are s»)me 
books wi lt ten by Kentuckians or 
concerning Kentucky. Often these 
books are not highly valued by their 
ownersL Tbe library la aaidng that 
aneh material be sent la to add to 
ttaa Kentiieky ooUeetiaD. 



If you came out of Mechanical | 
hall and absent-mindedly strolled 

across the grass to those stone steps 
on till I:.wn in front of that build- 
int. von probably sat down there 
11 no le.'.ied your weary bones or 
.something. In Kentucky, where the 
sun always stalnsa, and tbe weather 
is warm, this sort ot devtarttan fram 
work Is natural. Even If you sat 
down there in the winter time with 
the snow blowing around you. it s 
natural, because at the top of those 
steps thtrcs .something to see. 

A piece of the rail that was laid 
down just outside of Lexington in 
mi la tbere, pre s er v ed In a stone 
elab. Hie epitaph beelde It has a 
very nice little sentence or two In- 
scribed upon its face, but like all 
epitaphs, informs one of only the 
scantest facts. 

All of which may not sound very 
.striking; one Is reminded that all 
cities arc apt to commemorate var- 
ious bits of yesterday that seem to 
be Important— a mere piece of rail, 
no matter how old it may be, does 
little to arouse the curiosity of one 
viewing it. However, this piece of 
rail, taken from all sides, is right- 
fully one of Kentucky's arctUves. 

In the year 1831, tba flrst rail- 
road in the west was bulK. It was 
called the Lexington and Ohio, but 
beeauae the first part of it was 
built from Lexington to the state 
capitol, people in and aroiind Lex- 
ington were apt to call it the Lex- 
ington and Frankfort roiid 

At the time this road was built, 
there were two other railroads in 
tbe milted States; and while not 
a center of rail activity. Kentucky 
certainly pioneered in that means 1 
of tran.sportation. The old engine 
that first ran over the tracks was j 
designed and built by a young in- 
ventor who lived In Lexington, i 
Among others, Henry Clay was on 
Its first executive board. 

Eventually the old road became 
a part of tba preaent Louisvllla and 
Najbviae nad. m 19U wbeM that 



company rebuilt Its yards outside 
the Lexington city limits, workers 
dug up bits nf the old rail and 
rallslones that had been used early 
In the previous century. They put 
these ri-llcs on exhibition in the 
company's office, and a booklet was 
published abnost Immediately after 
their discovery. 

Relics are relies thay^ old as 
life somettaaea, and ham watched 
much pass by. This old bit of rail 
probably stroked its loni: tieard ,ind 
looked you over critically when you 
came uo those steps. Bj the way. 
If you came alone, bo probably 
wondand a* that loo.

1890 AT UNIVERSITY; FIRST 
MEETINGS HELD IN DORMITORY 



The V. M. O. A. waa crgaaiaad 

at the University of Kentucky in 
1890, with the boys holding buaineea 

meetings In their dormitory rooms. 

In 1900 the Y M. C. A. was placed 
in Alumiu hall upon the comple- 
tion of the building and has oc- 
cupied the same quarters up to the 
present time. 

E. L. HaU, now aettw bi T. M. 
C. A. work in China, l)ecame the 
first fuU-tlme secretary in 1912, and 
held the position for three years. 
In 1915. James Park, a student aad 
now an attorney in Lexington, be- 
rime purt-tlme secretary tor one 
semester. Then J. E. Johnson, who 
is at the present time secretary at 
the University of ncrida, became 
full-time auritaiy. Ia MU Mpb 
Owens su eeeedad Mr. Muma, but 
resigned two years later to accept 
the assistant pastorate of the Sec- 
ond Presbyterian church. Following 
Mr UwtiLs resignation In 1920. 
Bai t N I^eak accepted and has held 
the position every year since with 
the exception Of 1936, when Oeorge 

Berea OoUege, aolad aa aaeretary.
